Forensic Contest 


In the strenuous and eloquent for- 


ensic contest that raged 
all 
day 


Thursday in the senate, there was not 
a note of direct opposition to the La 
Follctte principle, for which he has- 
rcmlcd flic Wisconsin republican par- 
ty these many years. 
The nearest 


approach to direct-opposition was the 
attempt of Senator Whitehead to se- 
cure amendments that, accepting as 
true the charge of Senator Hudnall, 
would weaken the proposed commis- 
sion so much, as to practically invali- 
date the- entire law.

Senator Whitehead, before action had 
been taken upon all of his 
eleven 


amendments, .announced that he pur- 
posed to vole for ,the final passage 
of the bill, although he said he would 
do so with some doubts and misgiv- 
ings. 
His temper, was that.of one 


who accepts the inevitable, abides by 
the verdict of the people, although to 
do so does not conform with his own 


board, then Senator Stevens sought 
to have the entire commission elected 
as are judges at the spring election, 
then Senator Rummel -made a feeble 
attempt for compromise by having 
the first commission appointed and 
after that elected. 
All- met. defeat, 


not more than ten votes-being mus- 
tered for .the proposed changes. Fin- 
ally came. Senator Whitehead with a 
list of brief, but highly important 
amendments and after the senate .had 
disposed of these in the negative, a 
completely harmonious situation

The assembly will amend 
the bill if it be found necessary1 to 
dot an "i" or cross a "t," but no more. 


Strong Argument 


WJiile Senator Whitehead was silent 


when the debate threshed out the

the strongest argument that went to 
the details of the bill on the opposi- 
tion side. 
This reference to opposi- 


tion should be explained as meaning 
the inclination to amend the bill- as 
reported by the committee, for there 
was no direct opposition to the pas- 
sage of a railroad rate commission 
bill. 
Senator Whitehead himself an-

ing at the rate of 200 miles a day. ' 
Unless he stops at Hainan to coal, he 
will enter/the Formosa channel on 
Saturday.

Provisions Await Fleet. 


Kwangchau bay, where 160 provision 


junks are said to be -waiting for the 
Russian fleet, is ,the most northward 
of French possessions on the Chinese 
sea, and the last port which Rojest- 
verisky can select for his flnal depart- 
ure to meet the Japanese. It has a 
fine anchorage andi a .sheltered chan- 
nel, where a large fleet may ride In 
safety..

with. Sweden. 
Under Us provisions 


Norway Is a free, 
Independent and 


Indivisible kingdom, but united with 
Sweden under the same king. 


Since this union with Sweden the 


country has been peaceful and pros- 
perous on the whole. The only trou- 
bles that have arisen have .been over 
the question whether the king had an 
absolute veto over alterations of the 
fundamental law. 
The words "free, 


independent and indivisible" are those 
in the law that makes 
Norwegians 


rejoice 
on 
the 
17th day 
of May.

men -are laboring now night and day, 
in three shifts of eight hours each, 
in order that no more than three ad 
dltlonal years may be consumed in 
the task. Then Roosevelt will be no 
more. 
Shut In by mountains as tho

as when they paid $1.85. 


The larger papers which use from 


one to three cars a day, but at about 
2c in the west, and l%c in the eastern 
market. 


There is just cause for complaint on 


the part of the small publishers, and 
if the present investigation is suc- 
cessful they may find some relief.
